Fractions Raise Problem 


Create Difference in Estimates of 
Provincial Representation 

Fractions have raised a problem in 
connection with estimates of the rep- 
resentation’ of the various provinces 
in the fifteenth parliament. The 
Quebec unit of representation has 
been approximately calculated at 36,- 
000, but in no case does this divide 
exactly into the population of a prov- 
ince as determined by the 1921 cen 
sus. In some cases the fraction over 
Is large; In some, small. According 
to a ruling, however, a fraction will 
be counted as the next whole number 
where it exceeds one-half, The ruling 
is of special interest to the maritime 
provinces New Brunswick, with a 
population of 388,092, will, under the 
ruling, retain its present eleven mem 
bers;
